The first order of busi- 
ness was to discuss the pe- 
can trees on cily property, 
and what would be done with 
the pecans. Couneilman Dewey 
Adams suggested the city sell 
the pecans, but Mayor Hunko 
said, ‘‘Why don’t we let a 
school organization pick them 
up-and sell them?’’ 

The couneil agreed to con- 
tact the school and see if an 
organization was interested in 
selling the pecans.

Dorsey has lost at least 
10° of the wheels and tires, 
totaling over $32,000. Law 
officers and company officials 
declined to speculate on any 
other supplies that may have 
been taken by the same group. 
However, they did say that other 
arrests will be made with the 
evidence already collected. 
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Sheriff's office BEFORE law 
officers contact them--‘‘It will 
look better before the Grand 
Jury.’’ 

Both Grantham and Norris 
said informers had told them 
where some more of the tires 
could be picked up; and this 
would be done in the near fu- 
ture.

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THE SIN PROBLEM 


‘Come now and let us -rea- 
son together saith the Lord; 
though your- sins be as scar- 
let, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like 
crimson, theyashall be as 
wool.’’ (Isaiah 1:18). 

In these words, Isaiah stated 
the universal problem of sin. 
Men have searched and found 
solutions for many physical, 
mental and emotional prob- 
lems, but no human resource 
has been found to deal with 
the persistent and deadly sin 
infection. 

Some would seek to deal with 
the problem of sin by stating 
that it does not exist but is only 
a figment of the imagination 
or a psychological maladjust- 
ment. However, any think- 
ing person who objectively 
-reads the newspaper, watches 
the TV news report, and ob- 
serves the everyday scenes 
around him, knows that there 
is a human malady which 
causes men to do degenerated 
and abusive things against 
himself and his fellow man. 
Obviously, there issome dem- 
onic force which leads human 
beings todemean themselves by 
behavior patterns that are 
harmful and debilitating. To 
deny the reality of sin will not 
make the problem disappear, 
nor will it solve the multitude 
of associated problems that 
plague our existence. 

Even more crucial than the 
reality of sin is responsibility 
for sin. Since the Garden of 
Eden, men and women have

been trying to ‘‘pass the buck"’ 
and so escape the responsibil- 
ity of their own actions. Cur- 
rently it is the rage to blame 
society or certain segments 
‘ot. society for anti-social” 
behavior on the part of those 
who have been deprived in one 
way or the other, but -in the 
final analysis this will not 
work. It seems that those who 
are affluent and enjoy all the 
advantages are just as malad- 
justed as those who have been 
denied. It seems we must 
ultimately acknowledge that sin 


is a personal matter, though 
it has social implications, and 
it must therefore require per- 
sonal responsibility. 

More important than the 
reality and responsibility for 
sin is the remedy. Isaiah rec- 
ognized that the only way to 
adequately deal with the sin 
problem is to appeal to the 
mercy of God and to trust His 
atoning Power. Sins that have 
degraded the lives of sinful 
man must be dealt with by 
divine power. If man could 
solve the problem himself, then 
he would not need God at all. 
It is simply at the point of 
helplessness that man is 
required to come to God in 
repentance and faith. Then, 
your sin is washed, and whole- 
ness is restored. It is truly 
unreasonable to fail to accept 
the pardon which God wants to 
give. 

The sin problem is solved 
at the cross of Calvary where 
the perfect Christ gave Himself 
for imperfect man.

A TRIP TO THE STORE 


Paydays used to come every 
Friday, and my father pur- 
chased groceries for our fam- 
ily of eight every two weeks. 
Sometimes the last few days 
just before grocery day were 
sort of ‘‘lean’’ so far as cer- 
tain ‘‘goodies’’ were concerned 
The staple items like flour; 
meal, salt, lard, etc., were al- 
ways available but cereal, pea- 
nut -butter, jellies, and other 
non-essentials usually ran out. 

My mother prepared the food 
list which was rather lengthy 
and we could get her to add a 
few items we wanted - at least 
most of the time! 

One of our favorites was a 
cookie which is still available 
today. It is long and flat with 
white or pink icing. ‘‘Light’ 
bread, sandwich meat, lettuce, 
onions, mayonnaise and mus- 
tard made a good sandwich, and 
if we were lucky we each had 
a soft drink. 

Soon after we got home from 
school, Mom sent us to a near- 
by store with the list. The store 
was over a mile away and we 
walked the distance in happy 
anticipation. - 

That little grocery had no 
self-service isles or shopping 
carts, so the owner took our 
list and filled the boxes with 
food while his wife made a 
list which she totaled when the 
items were secured. Occasion- 
aliv we heloved fill the order 


much to our delght. My only 
brother accompanied me on the 
shopping trip, but -sometimes 
one of my four-sisters came 
along. 

The delivery truck was then 
loaded for the trip home. We 
looked forward to the ride and 
eagerly helped unioad the food 
when we got home. Mom put 
the food away and each of us 
prepared something to eat. My 
brother and I were experts at 
making ‘‘Dagwood’’ sandwiches 
that we consumed in a hurry. 

Frequently a good program 
was on the radio and we tuned 
it in, especially during the win- 
ter months. In the summer it 
was always fun-to go outside on 
the front porch to enjoy the 
feast. 

I think those grocery days 
served to tie our-family just 
a bit closer together because 
there is something special ab- 
out mealtime, even if itis a 
little unerthodox. All of our 
meals were enjoyed as a fam- 
ily, except on those days when 
my father worked the second 
shift. 

If for no other reason, the 
trip to the grocer’s every other 
Friday taught us-that our-fam- 
ily could cooperate on such 
insignificant tasks as shopping 
for our-food needs.

However, evidence indicated 
that they also left matches where 
Lucy could get at them. A jury 
decided they had been too permis- 
sive and held them liable for their 


Parents are not entitled, legally, 
to take a hands-off policy toward 
their offspring. If they know of a 
bad habit involving danger to 
others, they must take affirma- 
tive action to control that habit. 

On the other hand, the law 
recognizes the practical limits to 
parental authority. In another 
case a teenage girl, playing foot- 


Could he hold her parents liable 
for not preventing her from play- 
ing in the street? A court said no. 
That degree of restraint was too 
much to expect, said the court, in 
an era when ‘strict control of 
children is so rare."” 

Nor are the parents responsible 
for an accident that simply could 
not have been foreseen. 

A four-year-old boy, in a burst 
of affection for his baby sitter, 
threw his arms around her legs. 
As if tackled, she hit the floor 
with a thud 

Although the woman was in- 
jured, she failed in her effort to 
collect damages from the boy's 
parents. The court said no one 
could have foreseen any harm 
resulting from a child’s impulsive 
act of love.
